Treasury and Meredith 
for Secretary of Agricul- 
ture — Meredith Editor 
of Farm Paper. 


Washington, January 27.—Two 
more changes in President Wilson's 
cabinet were made today, and a 
third is expected in the near fu- 
ture. 

David Franklin Houston, of St. 
Louis, Mo., who has been secretary 
of agriculture since the beginning 
of the Wilson administration, was 
given the treasury portfolio, and 
Edwin L. Meredith, of Des Moines, 
Iowa, was named to succeed him 
as head of the department of agri- 
culture. 

The third cabinet change expect- 
ed soon is the appointment of 
secretary of the interior to succeed 
Franklin K. Lane, who desires to 
retire to private life. Mr. Lane’s 
successor has not yet been select- 
ed, and officials generally would 
not hazard a guess as to whom it 
would be. ‘ 

In selecting Mr. Houston to suc- 
ceed Carter Glass as secretary of 
| the treasury, the president ran 
counter to all guesses of adminis- 
tration officials, most of whom had 
expected Assistant Secretary Lef- 
fingwell to be given the office. 

In choosing Mr. Meredith to suc- 
ceed Mr. Houston, the President 
chose a practical farmer as well as 
business man. Mr. Meredith is the 
editor of “Successful Farming,’and 
before establiphing’ that paper was 
publisher of The Farmers’ Tribune. 
He is president of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of the World, a 
director of the Chicago Federal 
bank and was one of the excess 
profits advisors of the treasury de- 
partment appointed in 1917. 

Glass Goes to Senate. 

In a statement today at Miami, 
Fla., Mr. Meredith said one of his 
first undertakings as head of the 
agricultural department will be to 
work out some method of getting 
crops to market “without too much 
lost motion.” He is expected in 
Washington within a day or two to 
take up his duties. 

Meantime Mr. Houston will suc- 
ceed Mr. Glass, who will take his 
seat in the senate to fill the unex- 
pired term of the late Senator Mar- 
tin, of Virginia, after serving as 
secretary of the treasury for a lit- 
tle more than a year,

Most of them were mem- 
bers of the midwest-guf-south At- 
lantic foreign trade and trangepor- 
tation committee, which is repre- 
sentative of chambers of commerce 
and other business organizations 
throughout the entire sections, Pie 
senate committee was informed 
‘that business organizations of 
twenty-three states were interested 
in the hearing and in the develop- 
ment of south Atlantic and gulf 
ports, as well as freight and export 
rates which would permit shippers 
of the middle west to utllize any 
port on equal terms,

Washington, January 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Henry P. Fletch- 
er has resigned as United States

Those who know the reason for 
Mr. Fletcher’s decision say that he 
was convinced that a continuation. 
of the efforts he has made during 
the four years in which he has held 
this important post to bring the 
Carranza government into accord 
with the United States government 
on the many irritating issues which 
have arisen, involving the protec- 
tion of American lives and property 
rights, would be futile. He termin- 
ates eighteen years of service in the 
diplomatic branch of the govern- 
ment with great regret and without 
any particular plans for his own fu- 
ture, but feels certain he can no 
longer be helpful in cultivating 
proper relations with Mexico aa 
long as President Carranza remains 
in control there. The ambassador's

Washington, January 27.—(By As- 
sociated Press.)—Peace treaty com- 
promise negotiations, hovering on 
the verge of dissolution, were given 
today a new forty-eight hour lease 
on life. But there was nothing in 
the development which changed the 
pessimistic view of the senate lead- 
ers as to the final outcome. 


The democrats, replying to the 
republican refusal .to compromise 
on article 10 and the Monroe doc- 
trine, charged at a stormy session 
of the bipartisian compromise con- 
ference that republican leaders had 
suddenly changed front after most 
of the conferees had consented to 
an article 10 compromise in def- 
inite orm. ‘To this the republicans 
opposed a categorcal denial, declar- 
ing no one at all had agreed to the 
proposed compromise draft. 

After two hours of wrangling, 
during which the democrats threat- 
ened to transfer the whole subject 
to the open senate, the conference 
agreed to meet again Thursday in 
another effort to bring the negotia- 
tions to a succéssful conclusion. A 
few senators professed to see some 
rays of hopeinthe situation, but to 
most of the leaders the outlook ap- 
peared far from promising.

Trustees of Cave Spring 
Institution Seek Plant of 
Confederate Veterans 
When It Reverts to the 
State Next Year.

Resolutions outlining the needa 
of the Georgia Schoo) for the Deaf 
passed by the board of trustees at 
a meeting held in the office of 
State School Superintendent M. L. 
Brittain yesterday included a prop- 
osition to secure the plant now oc- 
cupied bv the Soldier’s Home near 
Atlanta for the school when it ra- 
verts to the state in 1921. The 
motion to give Atlanta the schoo! 
was made by the Macon member 
of the board, Rev. Dr. R. E. Douglas. 

There is no idea on the part of 
the deaf institute trustees of root- 
ing the old soldiers out of their 
place. Their numbers are rapidly 
decreasing and it will only be a 
question of a short time before the 
State can take care of the few re- 
maining more economically at their 
homes than at a state institution. 
In fact, under the terms of the law 
the home will revert to the state 
in 1921 and it will then be for the 
general assembly dispose of its fu- 
ture. The trustees, in view of the 
lack of facilities at Cave Spring 
and the increased tax on the school 
that will be made by the compulsory 
education law simply want to pro- 
vfde a plant that will meet thei- 
needs at the least expense to the 
State, 

The alternative to this proposition 
is to enlarge the school at Cave 
Springs by the acquisition of ad- 
ditonal land and buildings which 
will cost the state at least $200,000. 

The following members of the 
board, in addition to Prof. J. C. Har- 
ris, the sunerintendent, were pres- 
ent; Dr. William J. Bradford an-l 
W. F. Crusselle, Atlanta; Dr. E. dG. 
Douglas, Macon; Dr. J. W. Taylor, 
Luthersville; Henry Arnall, Senoia; 
and M. L. Brittain, ex-officio, W. J. 
Griffin, of Rome, chairman, and 
Peyton M. Hawes, of Elberton, were 
unable to attend. The program of 
the trustees, prepared by one of the 
members after the meeting, follows. 

Needs of School. 

“The 250 pupils now attending 
our school are inadequately provided 
for, the dormitories being crowded 
to an unsanitary degree. 

“The operatioon of the compul- 
sory education law will bring to 
our schoo] at least 200 more white 
children, and perhaps, nearly un 
equal number vf negro deaf chil- 
dren.

meet this present, growing. 
and imperative demand, it is th2 
opinion of the board of trustees 
that these needs can be adequately 
met in one of two ways: 

“First, to acquire by purchase at 
Cave Springs, adjacent to our pres- 
ent property, additional land an#l 
buildings which will require the ex- 
penditure of at least $200,000. These 
additional buildings should consist 
of domitories, refectory, and school 
rooms and industrial equipment for 
a primary department to accomodate 
150 pupils that will be segregated 
from the main body of the older 
students, so as to have the pri- 
mary pupils in a purely oral atmos- 
phere with the entire elimintion of 
the sign language. In addition to 
this, a hospital, that will take care 
of all sickness in the school under 
present day conditions, is an im- 
perative necessity. 

“Second, since there is at large 
and increasing sentiment over the 
state favorable to a removal of the 
School for the Deaf to a more cen- 
tral location, because of the inaet- 
cessibility of the school now t 
deaf children who are unable £9 
travel alone and make the changes 
incident to a journey to Cave 
Springs. If you deem it best t9 
remove the school this should be 
done before further expenditures

“We ar futher moved to stress 
the ques on at this time because 
of the c¢sportunity the state now 
has to acquire, without expenditure, 
the tract now occupied near A 
lanta bv the Confederate Soldier: 
Home which reverts to the state in 
1921. The buildings now on these 
lands can be used, and additional 
buildings can be erected forthe 
school for the deaf, planned for pr3s 
ent day needs, giving more modern 
facilities for the education of the 
deaf children. 

Suxgest Northwest Georgia Normal. 


“The present location and build- 
ings at Cave Springs are admirbly 
adanted by situation for the use 
of State Normal School for nort'- 
west Georgia that is so much need- 
ed. By the expenditure of a small 
sum, the present plant can be made 
to meet the demands: of a Normal 
School to accomodate 200 girls. 

“The urgent denands for both 
these schools are so manifest that 
they need no further argument. In 
view of the facts as stated above 
our board is unanimous in its in 
dorsement of tne second alternative 
as the best solution ip the interest 
of the state at large. the deaf chH- 
dren of Georgia and the educational 
interests that would be conserve 
by the location of a normal scho»! 
for girls at Cave Sprines. Becaus.s 
of the exigency that will be upon 
us, at the assembling of the school 
in September, we earnestly urge 
hat immediate consideration be giv- 
en and action be taken in the mat- 
ter.”

ON ARMY TRAINING 


Leaders Oppose Measure 
for Compulsory Training 
Proposed by Senate Mil- 
itary Committee. 


Washington, January 27.—Va- 
riance between republican leaders of 
the senr‘- *nd house on enactment 
of universal military training legis- 
lation today came out in the open. 

Closely followng incorporation 
yesterday of a universal training 
provision in the army reorganiza- 
tion bill by the senate military com- 
mitte> with seven out of nine repub- 
licans voting in the affirmative. 
Representative Mondell, of Wyom- 
ing, republican leader in the house 
declared in an address today that 
leaders of the party responsible for 
inauguration of such legislation 
would be cast into political oblivion. 

Cost of Training. 

“Men cannot be trained for a mere 
pittance,” he continued. “It costs 
$1,000 for six months training for 
every man in the regular system. 
This amount would be exceeded for 
men undergoing their first train- 
ing, because of additional clothng 
and other equipment costs. We 
would also need 50,000 additional 
officers. Three hundred million 
dollars would be necessary to put 
camps and cantonments in gon- 
dition and sixty million dollars is 
required for their maintenance each 
year.”’ 

Senator Wadsworth, of New York, 
charman of the committee, yester- 
day estimated that adoption of four 
months training for all youths be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 21, inclu- 
sive, would enable such a reduction 
in the regular army establishment 
as to cut the present naval ex- 
Ppenditure of $1,100,000,000 to ap- 
proximately $500,000,000. e 

Chairman Wadsworth was unable 
to report the army reorganizatio1 
bill with its universal training pro- 
vision to the senate today but an- 


nounced tonight he would attempt 
to do so tomorrow. 


Harreld Opposes Measure. 


The universal training contro- 
versy also was brought to the 
surface during the day by decli- 
nation of Representative Harreld, 
republican, Oklahoma, elected re- 
cently on a platform opposing the 
principle, to accept appointment to 
the house military committee. He 
wrote Representative Mondell, the 
republican leader, he “did not de- 
sire to be the center of a contro- 
versey,” adding if he were a mem- 
ber of the military committee he 
would be forced to vote against 
compulsory military training be- 
cause he had been elected on such 
a platform. 

When Mr. Harreld was selected 
by the committee on committees, 
republican leaders objecte@ stren- 
iously because of his opposition to 
universai training. His vote, it was 
said, would have resulted in a com- 
mittee deadlock on the question.

“The story has come to us direct 
from Captain Stephen S. Yeandle, 
of the United States coast guard, 
and a former resident of Atlanta, 
that no stories of suffering Armenia 
that we have heard have been ex- 
aggerated. 

“He was attached to the Martha 
Washington, which took General W. 
G. Harboard and the allied mission 
to the Near East, and he saw the 
suffering at first-hand during the 
stay of the mission. In comment- 
ing upon conditions in the ‘Near 
East,’ he said, in part: 

“I'm not much of a talker. ’m 
a sailor. 

“*But what you have heard of the 
suffering of the people of Armenia 
is but half of what has and is g0- 
ing on there today. The night be- 
fore our ship left Batoum, the dock 
was crowded with people who 
to be taken away from 
there. Thev were the most de- 
jected lot I ever saw. They re- 
mained on the dock all night with- 


rain fell all night. They did not 
want to go to any place in particu- 
lar; just wanted to get away from 
where thev were, to some place 
where they could hope to get at 
least something to eat and a few 
rags to wear. 
Their Relief. 


“*T had an occasion, also, to see 
some of the work of relief that is 
being carried on among these poor 
creatures by the Near East relief. 
For two davs I was in Tiflis, the 
capital of the Georgian republic, 
and IT can assure you that the peo- 
ple in charge of the Near East re- 
lief work there are doing all that 
mortals can do with the supplies 
they have. 

“‘T saw only the outer fringe of 
the suffering because, being at- 
tached to the ship that carried the 
Harboard mission, I was prevented 
from going far into the interior, 
where most of the suffering is felt. 
But I saw enough of it in my stops 
at Smyrna, Constantinople, Sam- 
soun. Trebizond and ports on the 
Black sea to know that the suffer- 
ing of these people could not be ex- 
aggerated.’”

sels, he had under his command on 
that day 323 vessels, and on No- 
vember 11 there were in foreign 
waters 373 United States vessels, 
262 of them being engaged in sub- 
marine operations. Sims was so 
busy fighting the war over the 
dining tables of London that he 
did not know how many vessels he 
had under his command, 

“His statement that we had 
transported only one-third of our 
troops was false. Department rec- 
ords show that we transported 
46.25 per cent of our troops in 
United States vessels. 

“His statement that we had es- 
corted but one-half of our troops 
“was equally false. Records of Sims’ 
office show that we escorted 82.75 
per cent of the American troops. 

“His statement that ‘we escort- 
ed only one-third of the merchant 
vessels that come here’ is false. The 
records show that we provided 45 
per ‘cent of the ocean escort ves- 
sels. 

“Having impressed upon us how 
small a part we played upon the 
sea in time of war, he proceeded to 
teN us that in time of peace we 
should play no part at all. He de- 
clared that Great Britain, because 
of her geographical position, must 
control the sea, and that we could 
depend upon her transporting our 
goods to foreign markets, and 
therefore we did not need a mer- 
chant marine, He declared we 
should develop the great west in- 
stead of developing a merchant 
marine. 

Alleged Warning Against British. 

“Sims was admonished at the 
navy departmetn not to let. the 
English pull the wool over his eves.

or for a compromise 
between the Lodge and the demo- 
cratic reservations in order to fa- 
cilitate the ratification of the treaty. 
In colleges which had a vote of 
some 43.000, there were two other 
forms of expression of opinion of- 
fered—one suggested by Mr. Lodge 
in favor of making peace without 
ratifying the league, leaving that 
issue to be settled afterwards, and 
the other suggested by Mr. Hitch- 
cock, a specific compromice of res- 
ervations with a view of securing 
ratification. Those who voted for 
peace without the league shonld be 
counted with those who were op- 
posed to the league altogether, be- 
cause that is the effect of their 
vote, and those who voted for the 
specific compromise suggested by 
Senator Hitchcock should be counted 
with those who favor the fourth of 
the issues, to-wit, a compromise to 
secure ratification of the democratic 
and Lodge reservations.

Thus adjusted, the vote*for com- 
promise, including 11,841 for the 
Hitchcock proposition, is 61,494.

My father owned two hundred 
of them in grand old Morgan coun- 
ty. No man ever treated his slaves 
hetter. When any of them became 
sick he sent for the best physicians. 
and while ill they were fed from 
the “big house.” 

My father, of course, had over- 
seers; but he did not allow them 
to whip “his hands.” If anything 
went amiss they were réported to 
“old master,” who rarely ever pun- 
ished them except for theft, which 
was practically an unknown thing 
on our plantations. 

I never knew any of our “hands' 
to be forced into court for “rape, 
murder or stealing.” The same is 
generally true of all Morgan coun- 
try darkles. Some there own land 
and very many have their own au- 
tomobiles. They make good citi- 
zens. 

They ought to have the same 
rights in our courthouses as the 
whites have. 

Let all of us white folks resolve 
to treat the former slaves, and 
their issue. better than they have 
been treated. Let's give them bhet- 
ter dwellings and better schools 
Then they will live with us, and

Doctors Urge 


Retention 


Of Public Health Nurses 


Proposed Reduction in 
Nursing Staff by City, 
‘in View of Possible Epi- 
demic, Decried by Lead-, 
ing Physicians. 


An acute shortage of nurses in 
Atlanta, the probability of an in- 


fluenza epidemic and the proposal 
of council to dismiss half of the 
present corps of public health 
nurses were topics about which At- 
lanta physicians expressed serious 
concern Tuesday. 

Nineteen new cases of influenza 
were reported Tuesday to Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy, city health officer, mak- 
ing a total of twenty-five cases in 
two days. While the disease has 
as yet manifested itself in a com- 
.paratively mild form and its spread 
has not been rapid, officials very 
frankly express fears that the mal- 
ady may become epidemic, as it has 
already done in many cities. 

Inquiry made yesterday develop- 
ed the fact that the shock from 
an invasion of the influenza would 
fall on the shoulders of the city’s 
public health nurses. The startling 
information was revealed that none 
other are available. 

City Unprepared. 

Information obtained at the 
office of the nurses’ register and 
among a number of physicians 


show that an epidemic of influenza 
would find the city totally unpre- 


pared as to trained nurses. 

Miss Mamie Williams, registrar 
for the nurses, stated that there is 
not a nurse on the register who is 
available for emergency duty, every 
one being already cuaploved: There 
are 200 names on the list. She stat- 
ed, however, that Miss Jane van de 
Vrede, in charge of the southeastern 
division of the Red Cross, has writ- 
ten a circular letter to the nurses 
of the city urging them that as they 
dismiss patients they now have in 
hand to hold themselves in readi- 
ness to answer an emergency which 
an influenza epidemic would create. 

“The scarcity of nurses is re- 
markable and appalling,” said Dr. 
W. E. Quillian. He stated that as 
far as he could discover, there is 
a general shortage and also id 
that the hospitals of the city re 
nearly full to their capacity d 
that physicians often have to cél 
up a number of hospitals befote 
they can find room .to place a pa- 
tient. 

Shortage Is Acute. 

Dr. J. T. Cromer stated that he 
applied Monday at the nurses reg- 
ister for a nurse and found only 
three names registered. 

Dr. W. S. Elkin, Dr. Charles E. 
Boynton and Dr. Cyrus W. Strickler 
were asked about the availability 
of nurses and each reported the 
shortage as acute. 

In the face of the searcityvy of

Topeka, Kans., January 27.—W. H. 
Kemper, chairman of the Shawnee 
county fair price board, who urged 
merchants to accept 2 per cent prof- 
it and pay income taxes out of it, 
has agreed not to give any more or- 
ders to Topeka merchants.

It also reduced the prices of many 
other articles to a point where the 
merchants could not make a profit

Twelve Topeka grocerymen went 
to court and got an_ injunction 
against Kemper.

Chaiman Kemper has been tn- 
formed and has admitted that he 
has no authority to fix prices and 
make them mandatory. He can 
name fair prices, or what he con- 
siders fair prices, but he can't make 
any merchants observe them,

sioner to suggest fair prices is 
acknowledged, but it is stated “that 
prices suggested by fir price com- 
mittees are not binding upon any 
producer, merchant, manufacturer or 
distributor as mandates of law 
finally determining the maximum 
prices at which such commodities 
shall be sold upon the market. The 
powers of said fair price committee 
are limited to the tnvestigation and 
suggestion of prices that will be 
fair to the dealers.”

market by the factory. This ma- 
chine has the O. K. of the United 
States department of agriculture, 
and has created a great ‘deal of in- 
terest. 

“Calcium arsenate alone will not 
stop the boll weevil” is the con- 
sensus of opinion of the farmers 
gathered at Athens. In_ addition, 
there must be quick-maturing seed, 
early planting, thorough cultiva- 
tion and fertilization, picking and 
burning of squares, and finally the 
plowing under of the stalks in the 
fall if the boll weevil will be ef- 
fectively checked. In other words, 
after you have fought the weevil 
to the last ditch, then apply cal- 
cium arsenate, about five pounds to 
the acre, say the farmers of the 
boll weevil school. 

Besides the work of the direct 
fight on the boll weevil there have 
been demonstrations in hog inocu- 
lation to prevent cholera, in select- 
ing breeding hogs, in hog market- 
ing, in the laying out and construc- 
tion of broad base terraces, in 
tractor upkeep, and in permanent 
pasture building. 

The work next week will consist 
in demonstrations in fighting the 
boll weevil with beef and dairy cat- 
tle. in spraying fruit trees, in build- 
ing sweet potato storage houses 
and marketing the potatoes, in 
diagnosing hog cholera, in treating 
sap pine posts with tar and creo- 
sote for fence posts, in treating 
seed corn with carbon bisulphide 
to kill the weevils and in many 
other interesting problems which 
may be worked out with profit to 
the farmer.

Charleston, W. Va., January 27.— 
Congress will be asked to take 
criminal action against those re- 
sponsible for waste of materials 
and money in connection with the 
construction of the government 
powder plant at Nitro, W. Va., near 
here, declared Representative Gra- 
ham, chairman of the congressional 
subcommittee, which closed its in- 
vestigation of the question late to- 
day. 

A conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernrment existed and “somebody 
ought to be indicted,” said the 
chairman. “While our boys were 
fighting and the people were giving 
their money to support them in it,’ 
he added, “twice as much money as 
was needed was being wasted at 
Nitro, 

“We have found similar ¢éondi- 
tions at other places the committee 
has visited, but nowhere have they 
shown up so badly as they have 
here. One reason for this, I might 
Say, is that the witnesses we have 
examined are more straightforward 
in giving their testimony and do not 
attempt to withhold the facts.” 

“There is no doubt about it,” he 
concluded, “there was a purpose on 
foot to watse the governrment’s 
money at Nitro, and it was wasted.”
